“all o ther Orientals in the catego ry,”* 
w'as declared in the ho use yesterday 
by Represntative Hayes, o f Califo rnia. 
“The race pro blem in Califo rnia has 
no t reached a state o f mo b vio lence/^ 
said Mr. Hayes, “but it must co me, 
Wlieii men are hungry, I lo o k fo p 
tro uble. 
There are 22,000 idle w'hito 
n un in San Francisco , and yet in my. 
district there are 10,000 Japanese and 
nearly all o f them emplo yed.” 
Mr. Hayes’ remarks were greeted 
w'ith applause by the Demo crats. Rep­ 
resentative Champ Clark, o f Misso uri, 
expressed his appro val o f the exclu­ 
sio n o f Jaiianese and Chinese, wffiich, 
he said, is advo cated no t o nly by o r­ 
ganized labo r, but by al! labo r. 
“I have heen a labo ring man all my 
life,” said Mr. Clark. 
“I started o ut 
as a farm hand o n a farm, and I am 
against tliis immigrtio n. 
The Caucas­ 
ian race has always been a do minan€ 
race, as no w*, and will be as lo ng as 
there are any o f us left.” 
While 
superio r 
to 
the Orientât 
races. 
Mr. Clark said, the Caucasian 
race canno t co mpete with the Chinese 
ill the matter o f starvatio n. 
“If yo u let them in,” he co ntinued, 
“yo u wo uld starve o ur labo r o ut. It 
is currently repo rted that there are 
1.000,000 American labo rers o ut o f 
emplo yment.” 
Mr. Clark added that he has had a 
high regard fo r President-elect Taft 
since the first time he met 
im, when 
Mr. Taft appeared befo re the ho use 
co mmittee o n fo reign affairs in ad­ 
vo cacy o f excluding the Chinese fro m 
the Philippines.
